When  the  office  is  called,  the  operator  will  say,  "What  number?"  (naming 
her  Exchange) .     For  example,  "  What  number?     Tremont?" 

If  the  subscriber  to  be  called  is  directly  connected  with  your  Exchange, 
you  will  give  the  number  wanted. 

If,  however,  the  subscriber  to  be  called  is  connected  with  another  Ex- 
change, then,  when  the  operator  at  your  Exchange  answers  your  call,  say- 
ing, "What number?"  at  the  same  time  naming  her  Exchange,  you  will 
first  call  for  the  Exchange  with  which  the  subscriber  wanted  is  directly 
connected  and  wait  for  an  answer  from  the  operator  in  the  office  which  you 
have  named.  When  that  operator  responds,  "What  number?"  naming 
her  exchange,  you  will  give  the  number  of  the  subscriber  wanted,  and  the 
connection  will  be  established.  For  example,  a  subscriber  in  Ti*emont 
Exchange,  desiring  to  talk  with  subscriber  number  75-2  Newton  Exchange, 
gives  the  signal,  and  listens.  The  operator  at  Tremont  answers,  "  What 
number?  Tremont."  The  subscriber  says,  "  Newton,"  and  listens.  Newton 
office  answers,  "  What  number?  Newton."  The  subscriber  says,  "  75-2," 
when  the  operator  gives  the  signal  to  the  subscriber  called  for,  and  the  way 
is  open  for  conversation.  If  the  connection  cannot  be  established,  New- 
ton will  answer,  "  Line  busy,"  "  Don't  answer,"  or  "  Out  of  order." 
After  jrour  conversation  is  finished,  ring  off,  as  this  clears  the  line  for 
another  call.
